A Good Movement For The Community 


Few movements have boon promoted among the business 
men of our city that promise more satisfactory returns than 
the organized efforts of the past few months toward raising 
the standard of Washington’s credit system. 
This handing together on tin* part of business men in order 
to accom plish en masse things impossible to the unit is deeply 
significant of changing conditions of the business world today. 
Men must co-operate to accomplish big undertakings. 
More 
and more the old way of individual promoting and individual 
effort is being supplanted by the co-operative system, which 
proves its superiority in improved conditions. 
The organization of credit associations has been found of 
immense benefit, wherever tried, in paving tin* way for the hon­ 
est man; in blocking it for those dishonest, and in eliminating 


losses for the merchant. 
In Illinois there are 128 cities and towns organized with 
credit associations and working upon similar lines to those now 
being followed in our own city. 
Through this kind of systematized effort specific, accurate 
and dependable information is promptly accessible to tin* 
merchant and prevents the imposition of had debts or uncer­ 
tain accounts. 
These organizations put in operation two definite proposi­ 
tions: First, to provide better credit facilities for patrons of 
business men and to increase the Volume of trade through bet­ 
ter acquaintance. Second, to eliminate had debts and debtors. 
The public often loses sight of the fact that an established 
credit system benefits tile people at large, and by no means the 
business men alone. 
Isn’t it true that operating on natural business laws the 
people ultimately pay the bad debts; for any successful business 
man must figure a certain percentage of loss from the dead 
boat. Anything that reduces that loss enables the merchant to 
give to the consumer the benefit of his own safeguarded profit. 
Of course, such an association is of incalculable benefit to 
tin* business men, and that term includes men in all branches of 
business and various professions who arc* in a position to be 
harassed by those dishonest or careless in regard to debts. 
Through the credit system there eau be obtained accurate 
information as to how . .. n take care of their aecounts; as to 
their habits, their standing on tin* tax list; if there is a mort 
gage against them—whatever facts are necessary to give tin 
desired information. With the knowledge gained from a thor 
ougly dependable credit system the merchant has no excuse 
for extending credit which may be abused. 
How many business men, in the cities where those eo-op- 
erative credit associations are in active organization, have been 
indebted to them for preventing imposition and loss, would be 
hard to reckon. Even in our own town, during the brief ex­ 
istence of such an association, many cases might he cities to 
prove the efficiency of this systematized effort. 
The facts brought home to the dealer enables him to know 
what he is doing. 
A stranger walks into a town; he has hut one thing to do, 
prove his identity, and the credit records give to tin* merchant 
his standing. In such a case the advantage works both ways. 
lf a reliable party, but a perfect stranger, the merchant may 
safely open up a profitable account and the buyer find desired

A very important phase of the association credit work has 
been that it provides a means of getting out of debt, and of re­ 
gaining standing in the community. 
Many a man, thoroughly honest at heart, has become ter­ 
ribly involved through illness or other misfortune. Accounts 
have been bunched against him, until pay day becomes a night­ 
mare and he is harassed almost to death by bill collectors. 
Through the agency of the credit association he turns over 
weekly a certain proportion of his wages and pays proportion­ 
ally on all accounts until they are wiped out. 
Any organization which makes it easier for the good man 
to get what he wants and harder for the bad man, until he 
mends his ways, is a good thing for a community.
